Its  present  building  was  dedicated 
November  4,  f949,  and  rededi- 
cated  in  1969  after  a  substantial  ad- 
dition, botli  made  possible  by  gifts 
of  Ella  F.  Fondren,  her  children, 
and  the  Fondren  Foundation  and 
Trust  as  a  tribute  to  Walter  William 
Fondren.  The  librar}'  celebrated  its 
half-million th  volume  in  1965  and 
its  one-millionth  vohmie  on  April 
22,  1979.

Shortly  after  its  inaugural  meet- 
ing, the  organization  recorded 
its  first  gift  to  the  library:   a  col- 
lection of  thirty  French  scientific 
monographs  presented 
in  the  name  of  the 
French  government  by 
its  consul  general  in 
Houston,  M.  Henri  Jean 
Job.  In  1977  the  Friends 
donated  a  first  edition  of 
the  collected  works  of 
Beaumont  and  Fletcher, 
Comedies  and  Tragedies. 
More  recently,  Mrs. 
fames  A.  Darby,  Jr.,  gave 
the  family's  collection  of 
Sam  Houston  Papers. 


Ben  M.  Anderson  donated  his 
large  collection  on  the  history  of 
aeronautics,  which  includes 
books,  journals,  and  memora- 
bilia. Richard  C).  Wilson  pre- 
sented the  library  with  his  collec- 
tion of  maps,  and 
Benjamin  Woodson  do- 
nated his  diaries,  which 
cover  the  period  when 
he  was  CIFO  of  Ameri- 
can General. 

The  first  Fondren 
Library  endowed  fund 
was  established  in  1953 
b\  Florence  .Allen  Blair 
I  lermida  in  memor\'  of 
her  father,  Robert  C}tus 
Allen.  Since  then,  many 
other  library  endow- 
ments have  been  estab- 
lished, hi  1976  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  H.  Malcolm  Lovett

established  the  Friends  of 
Fondren  Librai>'  Endowment 
with  an  inidal  gift  of  $  LOGO.  This 
fund  has  been  enhanced  over  the 
years  by  additional  gifts  and  by 
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Friends'  fiindraising 
events  and  has 
reached  the  $2.3  mil- 
lion level.  In  1997  the 
Friends  established  a 
Special  Collections 
Endowed  Fimd  which 
has  reached  a  value  of 
nearly  $200,000. 

The  Friends  have 
provided  funds  for 
the  enhancement  of 
the  librarv  building  as  well.  The 
renovation  of  the  foiuth-floor 
foyer,  now  the  Sarah  Lane 
Lounge,  was  dedicated  in  1984, 
and  most  recentlv  the  organiza-

The  Friends  can  be 
proud  of  many  accom- 
plishments over  the  past  fiftv 
years.  The  challenge  remains  and 
is  now  renewed  with  the  Rice 
Lhii\ersit}-  initiative  to  renovate 
and  expand  the  librar\'.  The  7997 
Report  of  the  Library  Planning  Com- 
mittee concluded,  "Fondren  Li- 
brar\-  should  become  an  elegant 
and  flexible  laboratoiy  for  its 
own  evolution,  a  place  where  the 
idea  of  a  library  is  studied,  en- 
riched, and  transcended."  The 
Friends  of  Fondren  Library  looks 
forward  to  this  new  Fondren  and 
to  tiie  next  fiftv  vears.

he  does  not  assign  his  books  for 
his  students  to  read;  rather,  he 
only  has  them  buy  them.  He  be- 
gan his  presentation  with  an 
overview  of  Biblical  scholarship 
as  it  has  evolved  in  the  nine- 
teenth ai;d  twentieth  centuries. 
He  pointed  out  the  awareness  of 


He  said  that  an  exciting 
development  within  the 
last  ten  years  has  been  the 
study  of  text  reception  as 
well  as  text  production.  He 
argued  in  his  book  that 
these  two  approaches  are 
not  mutually  exclusive, 
and  they  should  both  be 
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integrated  into  the  study  of 
religion. 

Rita  Justice,  the  psycholo- 
gist, had  recently  written  and 
published  The  Consumer's 
Guide  to  Husband  Material. 
She  said  that  she  was

At  the  May  23,  2000,  Annual  Meeting  and  Dinner  for  the  Friends  of  Fondren  Li- 
braiy,  I  was  reminded  that  all  gieat  stories  often  begin  in  die  middle  of  an  even 
greater  one.

The  English  poet 
William  Cowper,  a 
nearly  desperate  \ictim 
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of  writer's  block  in  1783,  took 
up  his  friend  and  neighbor 
Lady  Austen's  exasperated  chal- 
lenge that  he  write  a  poem 
about  a  sofa,  and  produced  over 
5000  lines  of  blank  verse  pub- 
lished to  great  acclaim  in  1785 
as  Fhe  Fask.  Henry  Petroski,  a 
professor  of  civil  engineering 
and  histoiy  at  Duke  University, 
has  made  an  entire  writing  ca- 
reer of  answering  a  series  of 
similar  though  self-issued  chal- 


lenges, producing  eight  books 
on  topics  as  various  as  pencils 
{Fhe Pencil,  1990)  and 
bridgebuilders  {Fngineers  of 
Dreams,  1995).  As  with  the  ear- 
lier books,  a  reader's  response 
to  Petroski's  newest  publication 
will  depend  on  whether  one  has 
more  in  common  with  George 

o 

Eliot's  effervescent,  enlivening 
(and  occasionally  ovenvhelm- 
ing)  Mab  or  her  routinely  dead- 
ening (but  common-sensical) 
sister  Amy.  Petroski 
himself  announces  his 
affinity  for  the 
Mabian  persona  on 
page  13  of  his  latest 
book:  "Lookincr  afresh 
and  thinking  anew 
about  the  bookshelf, 
like  looking  or  think- 
ing from  scratch 
about  anything  found 
or  made,  brines  its 
own  rewards,  not  the 
least  of  which  are 
fresh  new  ways  of  en- 
countering and  expe- 
riencing the  world." 

This  new  work  (it- 
self so  beautifully  de- 
signed and  produced 
that  the  dust  jacket's 
ingenious  display  of 
books  on  a  shelf  al- 
most alone  justifies 
the  cost  of  the  entire 
volume)  starts  as 
whimsically  as 
Cowper's  poem,  and, 
like  that  poem,  it  bor- 
rows its  initial  tone 
from  the  confident 
pronoimcements  as- 


suming  a  common  interest  with 
which  so  much  great  Uterature 
begins:  "One  evening,  while 
reading  in  my  study,  I  looked  up 
from  my  book  and  saw  my  book- 
shelves in  a  new  and  different 
light."  There  are  echoes  here, 
probably  unwitting,  of  many  au- 
thoritative foiu'square  first  lines. 
Compare  the  openings  of 
Seamus  Heaney's  recent  transla- 
tion of  Beounilf.  "So.  The  Spear- 
Danes  in  days  gone  by  /  and  the 
kings  who  ruled  them  had  cour- 
age and  greatness";  of  Robert 
Fitzgerald's  version  of  Virgil's 
Aeneid:  "I  sing  of  warfare  and  a 
man  at  war";  and  of  Robert 
Pinsky's  take  on  Dante's  Inferno: 
"Midway  on  our  life's  journey,  I 
found  myself  /  hi  dark  woods, 
the  right  road  lost."  Like  these 
heroic  openings,  but  with  the 
merest  tip  of  his  tongue  in 
cheek,  Petroski's  be- 
ginning points  to  the 
undeniable  impor- 
tance of  his  subject: 
the  choices  we  make 
or  that  are  made  on 
our  behalf  regarding 
the  storage,  configu- 
ration, and  display  of 
knowledge.  Wliat 
more  appropriate 
time  for  Friends  of 
Fondren  to  reflect 
upon  the 

significances  of  such 
choices  than  on  the 
eve  of  this  library's 
reconstruction  and 
development?  And, 
if  you,  like  Petroski 
and  like  myself,  are  more  Mab 
than  Amy,  this  book  will  be  a  su 
perb  aid  to  such  reflection. 

The  Book  on  the  Bookshelf  is 
filled  with  an  array  of  informa- 


tion that  bibliophiles  will  find 
just  plain  fun  to  encounter  or  to 
recollect;  the  appropriate 
length  of  a  shelf  if  it  is  not  to 
bow  beneath  the  weight  of  the 
books  on  it,  the  evolution  of 
stack  design,  the  variety  of  ap- 
proaches to  providing  adequate 
lighting  without  damaging 
books,  the  long  tug-of-war  be- 
tween advocates  of  shelving 
books  spine  out  and  those  who 
favor  fore-edge  out,  the  surpris- 
ingly long  history  of  readers 
who  fail  to  return  borrowed 
books  and  the  elaborate 
schemes  of  librarians  and  book 
owners  to  thwart  these  loan  de- 
faulters, and  a  full  account  of 
the  struggle  already  underway 
in  the  nineteenth  century  to  de- 
termine when  if  ever  off-site 
storage  is  acceptable.  On  this 
last  point,  Petroski  vividly

quotes  Harvard  president 
Charles  Eliot  Norton  from  his

tion  of  scholars.  Wliatever  in- 
jures a  librai"y  for  the  use  of 
learning's  new  recruits  should 
be  avoided,  but  without  making 
it  impossible  for  the  library  to 
serve  also  the  needs  of  veteran 
scholars." 

Petroski  moves  from 
chained  books  to  chain  book- 
stores, and  he  ranges  chrono- 
logically from  scrolls  to  e-books 
and  geographically  over  several 
continents  while  citing  sources 
as  diverse  as  Martha  Steivart  Liv- 
ing ("To  retrieve  a  book,  pvish 
in  the  books  at  either  side  and 
pull  gently")  and  the  sixteenth- 
century  Italian  engineer 
Agostino  Ramelli's  Diverse  and 
Ingenious  Machines  (which  in- 
cludes a  design  for  a  vertically 
revolving  Ferris-wheel-like  book- 
case useful  "especially  for  those 
who  are  indisposed  and  tor- 
mented by  gout") . 
One  of  the  most 
enjoyable  parts  of 
the  book  is  its  ap- 
pendix, "Order,  Or- 
der," in  which 
Petroski  enumer- 
ates and  assesses 
twent)'-five  differ- 
ent ways  to  orga- 
nize books, 
whether  in  public 
or  private  settings. 
His  account  in  sec- 
tion 24  of  the  diffi- 
culties that  result 
when  two  sets  of 
books  organized 
on  different  prin- 
ciples are  brought 
together  into  a  new  domestic 
arrangement  is  an  especial  de- 
light. The  bibliography  is  also  a 
treasure. 

This  book  gave  me  the 
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greatest  pleastire,  ho\ve\er,  not 
because  of  the  information  it 
contained,  but  becatise  of  its 
wonderful  ca- 
pacit)"  to  stir 
long  un\isited 
personal  memo- 
ries of  early  ex- 
periences with 
books.

elementary  school  I  attended. 
This  meant  processing  new 
books  and  keeping  them  all  in 
order,  and  learning  for  the  first 
time  how  important  it  was  to 
care  for  the  material  book,  but 
it  also  meant  getting  fust  crack 
at  the  latest  Newberry  and 
C'aldecott  award  winners  and 
other  great  books  when  they 
came  in.

colonel  who  lived  across  the 
street  from  us,  decided  to  lui- 
load  about  three  decades  of  Na- 
tional Geographic.  Much  to  my 
parents'  horror,  he  offered 
them  to  me  and  I  accepted.   I 
never  tired  of  leafing  through 
those  wonderful  pages,  btU  I 
was  not  very  good  at  keeping 
them  stored  tidily.  These  experi- 
ences, as  trivial  as  they  might 
seem,  were  the  start  of  my  own 
sense  that  the  ways  in  wliicli  we 
physically  encounter  and  orga- 
nize texts  are  profoundly  impor- 
tant to  our  intellectual  attitudes 
and  \alues. 

Larry  McMurtry,  a  writer 
with  many  Rice  affiliations,  has 
recently  recorded  a  number  of 
his  own  early  experiences  of 
books,  and  he  includes  in  those 
an  accotuit  of  the  importance  to 
his  intellectual  development  of 
"Rice's  spacious  open-stack  li- 


brar)'":  "At  last  I  was  in  a  place 
where  I  could  besin  to  read, 
and  I  did  .  .  .  Every  time  I 

stepped  into  the 
Rice  library  I  felt  a 
mingled  sense  of  se- 
curit)'  and  stimula- 
tion— a  rightness  of 
some  sort.   I  felt  that 
I  had  foiuid  m\  in- 
tellectual home  ..." 
( Walter  Benjamin  at 
the  Dairy  Queen,  pp. 
66-67).  Surely,  as 
those  who  share 
McMiutn's  appre- 
ciation for  the  old 
Fondren  turn  to  ad- 
dress the  needs  cre- 
ated by  ever  bm- 
geoning  amoimts  of  knowledge 
and  e\er  chang;inff  technolo- 
gies,  as  Fondren 's  librarians  and 
architects  turn  to  discussions  of 
"immersion  corridors"  and 
"digital  production  spaces,"  this 
sense  of  "rightness"  mtist  not  be 
lost.  The  newly  refigured 
Fondren  must  be  ready  to  wel- 
come the  McMurtrys  of  this 
generation,  and  to  make  them 
feel,  not  like  the  Harvard  un- 
dergraduate quoted  recently  in 
the  Neiv  York  Times  as  saying,  "I 
hate  the  library,  so  I  ti"y  to  avoid 
it"  (15Jime  2000,  Dl),  but  in- 
stead that  they  too  have  foiuid 
an  intellectual  home,  a  humane 
place,  as  Malcolm  Gillis,  Charles 
Henry,  and  others  envision  it,  of 
reconciliation  and  socialization. 
Attending  to  Petroski's  book  is  a 
good  first  step  to  insuring  that 
the  new  library  will  be  such  a 
place.

The  Woodson  Research  Center  is  the  reposi- 
tory for  Fondren  Library's  special  collec- 
tions of  rare  books,  manuscripts  and  tini\ersity 
archives.  It  is  also  the  University's  attic  and,  like 
our  own  attics,  contains  familiar  things  -  biU  we 
no  longer  remember  exactly  where  they  came 
from  or  how  they  got  there.  From  time  to  time. 
The  Flyleaf  \\'\\\  offer  articles  on  special  collections 
in  the  Woodson  Center,  with  em- 
phasis on  the  acquisition  rather 
than  the  gift.  The  Russell  Wait 
collection  of  materials  on  the 
Port  of  HcHiston  is  one  such  hold- 
ing. 

J.  Russell  Wait  was  General 
Manager  of  the  Port  of  Houston 
from  1930  to  1947.  He  was  born 
in  New  Jersey  in  1882  and  was 
graduated  from  Lehigh  L'niver- 
sit)'  in  1906.  Prior  to  his  coming 
to  Houston,  Mr.  Wait  had  been 
director  of  the  Port  of  Charles- 
ton, Sotuh  Carolina,  and  had 
spent  a  year  at  the  Port  of  Beau- 
mont. Four  years  after  retiring 
from  the  Houston  Port  Authority, 
Mr.  Wait  came  otU  of  retirement 
in  1951  to  sene  the  Brazos  River  Harbor  Naviga- 
tion District  as  general  manager  and  re-retired  to 
Kerrville  the  following  year. 

Wliile  General  Manager  of  the  Port  of  Hous- 
ton, Mr.  Wait  was  responsible  for  the  dredging  of 
the  ship  channel  from  Galveston  to  the  Turning

Basin  and  under  his  leadership  Houston  grew 
from  twelfth  to  the  nation's  third  largest  port. 
During  these  years  Mr.  Wait  amassed  detailed  in- 
formation on  the  history  and  activities  of  the 
port:   its  construction,  facilities,  finances,  clients, 
and  operations.  Wliile  with  the  Brazos  River  Har- 
bor Navigation  District  he  expanded  his  collec- 
tion to  include  District  Annual  Reports  for  the 
vears  1952  through  1958,  with 
supplementing  docimients  and  de- 
tailed, annotated  photographs  of 
the  harbor  construction  that  had 
taken  place  from  1952  to  1956.  He 
collected  extensive  sttidies  of  other 
Texas,  American,  and  Canadian 
ports  and  in  addition  acquired  a 
sizable  library  of  books  relating  to 
Texas  and  to  transportation  and 
shipping. 

Although  luirelated  to  the 
body  of  the  collection,  Mr.  Wait's 
gift  included  two  large  scrapbooks 

1  containing  clippings  from  the  local 

I    newspapers  covering  events  of  the 
*        '    early  years  of  the  Second  World 

War.  This  press  record  in  daily  de- 
tail, from  late  Augtist  1939  to  June 
1942  provides  fa.scinating  insights  into  the  in- 
creasing impact  of  the  war  upon  American  life. 
Mr.  Wait  donated  these  and  other  materials 
to  Rice  in  October  1967.
